REPORT OF THE TRIBUNAL 

REPORT 

By a notification of Ministry of Home Affairs published at New Delhi on 3-10-1999 in the Gazette of India 
(Extraordinary) Central Government in exercise of its power conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the Unlawful 
Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (Act No. 37/67) (hereinafter referred to as the Act) declared. National Liberation Front 
of Tripura (hereinafter referred to as NLFT) as unlawful association. The said notification reads as under :— 

“MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 3rd October, 1999 

S.O, 1003(E).—Whereas the National Liberation Front of Tripura (hereinafter referred to as NLFT) has its 
professed aim to establish an independent “Borokland Twipra” by liberation of Tripura from India through armed 
struggle in alliance with other armed secessionist organisations of Tripura and incite indigenous people of Tripura, for 
secession and thereby the secession of Tripura from India; 

And whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that NLFT has— 

(i) been engaging in subversive and violent activities, thereby undermining the authority of the Government 
and spreading terror and violence among the people for achieving its objective; 

(ii) established linkages with other unlawful associations, viz., the Isak Swu faction of National Socialist Council 
of Nagaland [NSCN(I/M)] with the aim of mobilising their support; 

(iii) in pursuance of its aim and objective in the recent past, engaged in several violent and unlawful activities 
which are prejudicial to the sovereignty and integrity of India; 

And whereas the Central Government is also of the opinion that violent and unlawful activities include— 

(a) killing of civilians and personnel belonging to the Police and Security Forces; 

(b) extortion of funds from the public including business and traders in Tripura; 

(c) procuring large number of arms and ammunition, including sophisticated ones, through clandestine/illegal 
channels and inducting them secretly into Tripura through a neighbouring country; 

(d) establishing and maintaining camps in a neighbouring country for the purpose of safe sanctuary, training, 
procurement of arms and ammunition, etc., 

(e) establishing and maintaining linkages with other Tripura tribal extremist groups for causing and foment¬ 
ing communal clashes between the tribal and non-tribal communities in Tripura; 

And whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that the aforesaid activities of the NLFT are detrimental to the 
sovereignty and integrity of India and that it is an unlawful association; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Unlawful Activities (Preven¬ 
tion) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), the Central Government hereby declares the National Liberation of Tripura (NLFT) as an 
unlawful association; 

And whereas the Central Government is also of the opinion that if there is no immediate curb and control, the NLFT 
will take the opportunity to— 

(i) mobile its cadres for escalating its secessionist, subversive and terrorist/violent activiies; 
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(ii) propagate anti-national activities in collusion with forces inimical to India’s sovereignty and national 
integrity; 

(iii) indulge in increased killings of civilians and targeting of Police and Security Forces personnel; 

(iv) procure and induct more illegal arms and ammunition from across the international border; 

(v) extort and collect huge funds from the public for its activities. 

And whereas the Central Government, having regard to the above circumstances, is of the firm opinion that it is 
necessary to declare the NLFT as an unlawful association with immediate effect; and accordingly in exercise of the 
powers conferred by the proviso to sub-section (3) of the said section 3, the Central Government hereby directs that the 
notification shall, subject to any order that may be made under Section 4 of the said Act, have effect from the date of its 
publication in the Official Gazette.

Following the aforesaid notification. Government of India issued a notification dated 28-10-1999 under sub¬ 
section (I) of Section 5 of the Act constituting this tribunal for the purposes of adjudicating whether or not there is 
sufficient cause for declaring NLFT unlawful association declared as such by the notification of Government of India in 
Ministry of Home Affairs dated 3-10-1999. The said notification dated 28-10-1999 issued under Section 5(1) of the Act 
reads as under:—

Act. 1967 (37 of 1967), the Central Government hereby constitutes “The Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Tribunal” 
consisting of Shri Justice R.R.K. Trivedi, Judge of Allahabad High Court, for the purpose of adjudicating whether or 
not there is sufficient cause for declaring the All Tripura Tiger Force and National Liberation Front of Tripura, and 
unlawful associations.

With the constitution of this tribunal a resume on the aims, objectives and activities of NLFT has also been 
tiled before this tribunal which gives brief history and the origin of the insurgency in the State of Tripura. It is also 
stated that Tripura is facing low key insurgency for the last 18 years. Though around 20 armed tribal groups have been 
identified on ground, only two of them ATIF and NLFT are responsible for majority of killings and have some 
ideological mooring with main activities remaining confined to murders, lootings, extortion, abductions etc. for mon¬ 
etary gains. Broadly, the entire Tripura Tribal Autonomous District Council (TTADC) area, having dense jungles and 
pre-dominated by tribals, is effected by violence perpetrated by tribal extremists/miscreansts. The violence is mostly 
targeted against non-tribals. Areas falling out side TTADC, predominated by non-tribals (Bengalis), are much less 
affected. 

Though the over all violence perpetrated by the aforesaid two extremist groups had shown a steady increase 
since 1993, it came down during 1996. The violence by these two terrorist outfits further went up significantly during 
1997,. though there was decrease in incidents of violence by other tribal militants. Even though the Government of 
Tripura has declared more areas to be disturbed areas, the level of violence by ATTF and NLFT remained quite high 
and became a matter of concern. ATTF and NLFT are the two main organised terrorist groups, with the former de¬ 
manding a separate State of‘tribal land’ and the latter still espousing liberation of Tripura. NLFT which was formed in 
1989, is led by Biswa Mohan Debberma and has about 200 hard core armed cadres It is known to have areas of 
influence in whole of Dhalai District; Kalyanpur and Takarjala P.S. areas of West Tripura district Kanchanpur and 
Vaghman P.S. Areas of North Tripura district and Birganj, Taidu, Nutan Bazar, Shantir Bazar and Ompi P.S. Areas of 
South Tripura District. Areas covered by 19 police stations in Tripura declared as disturbed area in February, 1997 and 
more area subsequently, has not in any way affected the activities of NLFT. Rather, the outfit has been able to further 
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strengtnen its hold in areas where it is active and emerged as the major terrorist group in Tripura. 

NLFT has training camps/hide outs in Bangladesh and has been using Bangladesh territory for taking shelter 
after indulging in major incidents of violence. Most of these incidents have been planned in and executed from Bangladesh 
soil. They have acquired sizeable number of sophisticated weapons and are known to be maintaining close links with 
other North-East insurgent groups. Recent reports indicate a growing nexus between NLFT and National Socialist 
Council of Nagaland [NSCN (I/M)] in their operations in Tripura. This tribal outfit has shown little hesitation in 
attacking Police/Security Forces and innocent non-tribals with a view to forcing them to leave Tripura. Most of the 
victims of the terrorists are non-tribals, particularly Bengalis. This has caused wide schism between tribals and non- 
tribals in the State leading a volatile ethnic situation, which gives rise to ethnic clashes on slightest provocation.^ 

The NLFT was first declared as Unlawful Association under the Act by a notification on 3-4-1997. However, 
this organisation continued its insurgent activities causing serious security concern in Tripura. The NLFT continued its 
effort to massive mobilization of funds by unlawful tax collections, extortion and even kidnapping/abduction for ran¬ 
som. Procurement of arms has also been continued. The justification for fresh notification dated 3-10-1999, which is 
subject matter of adjudication of this tribunal is for the following reasons:— 

(I) Continued espousal of the policy of secession of Tripura from the Indian Union. 

(II) Continued engagement in activities prejudicial to the sovereignty and integrity of India. 

(III) Continued adoption of violence and terror through armed action as means for achieving their objective. 

(IV) High levels of extortions and illegal tax collections from the public including businessmen, traders and 
even Government employees. 

(V) Links and support to other North-East insurgent groups. While NLFT has developed links with Isak- 
Muivah faction of the [NSCN(I/M)] 

(VI) Continued maintenance of sanctuaries, safe havens and training camps in neighbouring Bangladesh. 

(VII) Procurement of large number of sophisticated arms and ammunition through clandestine channels or by 
snatching from various security forces. 

(VIII) Attempts to gain membership of the unrepresented Nations and Peoples Organisation with the intention to 
access and utilise the various international fora for mobilising support towards their ultimate objective of 
separating Tripura from the Indian Union. 

In the resume reasons for necessitating immediate notification have also been indicated. It has been stated that 
if there is any gap between lapse of earlier notification and issue of fresh notification, this association may take undue 
advantage of the situation and mobilise their cadre for escalating secessionist, subversive and terrorist/violent activi¬ 
ties. It any also provide an opportunity to the leadership of this organisation to openly propagate anti-national activities 
in collusion with foreign powers inimical to India’s security concern. The police and the security forces in such even¬ 
tuality will find it difficult to detain and prosecute those apprehended by them. It was, therefore, considered necessary 
to give effect to the notification from the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 

Immediately on being satisfied after hearing learned Additional Secretary, Shri P.D. Shenoy and on perusal of 
the resume and other material produced the notice was issued by the order dated 12-11-1999 for service on NLFT, the 
banned association, in the manner prescribed under the Act and the Rules framed thereunder. In addition to that notice 
was also required to be served by pasting the same in the office of each District Magistrate and Tehsildar at headquar¬ 
ters of districts and tehsils. The service of notice was also directed by publication, affixation and by broadcasting on 
radio. In the notice it was also provided that parties may submit their written statements/objectibns together with the 
material in support thereof, if any, by registered post to the registrar of the Tribunal at his address at Allahabad.

On 7-1-2000 the tribunal held its sitting at Allahabad on which date affidavit was filed stating that notices in 
pursuance of the order dated 12-11-1999 have been widely published as required. After hearing counsel for the parties 
and on perusal of affidavit and the material annexed therewith the service of the notice was found sufficient. Parties 
were then directed to file their affidavits and other material in support of their contentions within three weeks. 

The tribunal then had its sitting at Allahabad on 4-2-2000. Shri Madhur Prakash, learned counsel for Govern¬ 
ment of Tripura filed an affidavit of Shri Barun Kumar Sahu. Shri S.C. Misra, learned counsel for Union of India filled

affadavit of Ajay Srivastava, Deputy Secretary (North-East), Government of India. The tribunal then fixed the case 
for hearing and recording evidence on 6-3-2000 at 10-30 AM at Agartala in the State of Tripura. The date of hearing 
was required to be notified widely by publication, affixation and broadcasting on radio as per rules. 

On 6-3-2000 Tribunal held its sitting at Agartala. Affidavit was filed by Shri B.C. Bhowmic, Under Secretary 
to Government of Tripura, Home Department to the effect that in pursuance of the order of Tribunal dated 4-2-2000 the 
date of hearing was published in four local newspapers, photo copies of the newspapers were filed along with affidavit. 
It was also stated in the affidavit that the District Magistrate arranged wide publicity in connection with sitting of 
Tribunal at Agartala on 6-3-2000 at 10.30 A.M. 

On 6-3-2000 proceedings of the tribunal commenced at 10.30 A.M. For State of Tripura Shri Madhur Prakash 
appeared as counsel and Shri S.C. Misra appeared for Union of India. A list of nine witnesses was filed by Shri Madhur 
Prakash. None appeared for NLFT, the banned organisation. Total seven witnesses were examined. The remaining 
witnesses were discharged. The statements given by the witnesses on oath are to the following effect;— 

(i) P.W. 1, Shyam Sunder Chaturvedi is posted as S.P. Special Branch. Tripura. He has stated on oath that 
during course of his day to day work he collected intelligence regarding the activitie.s of NFLT. He also 
interrogated one Shikaniya Koloi, a hard core extremist of NFLT who was captured by Mizoram Police 
in 1999. During interrogation he revealed the names of other extremists, organisational set up of NLFT 
and major incidents committed by NLFT. Their aim is to secede Tripura Irom India. During interroga¬ 
tion linkage of NLFT with other extremists group of North Eastern State, with ISI of Pakistan and with 
Bangladeshi Army were also revealed. During investigation documents namely, constitution of NLFT. 
manifesto, and subscription notices have also been seized. He has stated that prior to October, 1999 
NLFT committed activities like ambush on security forces, killing and kidnapping of civilian popula¬ 
tion. Collection of subscriptions is still going on. The subscription notice addressed to Bishalgarh 
Sentrigrade (Motor Syndicate of Bishalgarh) requiring them to pay subscription by owners of different 
kind of vehiclea at different rates, is on record. 

(ii) P.W. 2, ManoJ Kumar is continuing as District Magistrate in West Tripura since January, 1999. He has 
stated that during the course of his incumbency he came across various incidents relating to NLFT and 
gathered information ragarding various activities of this millitant outfit. He has stated that NLFT 
indulging is secessionist and subversive activities. It is also questioning the sovereignty of the State. It 
subscribes to separatist idealogy, which is evident from the aims and objectives contained in its constitu¬ 
tion and manifesto as well as other publications. It does not recognise the Constitution of India and 
illegally established Government. It has separate constitution and parallel administrative set up. It 
boycotts national festivals like Independence Day and Republic Day. It also tried to disrupt parliamen¬ 
tary election. On 20th August, 1999 the Block Development Officer of Jampauljala was attacked as he 
organised celebration of independence day. Witness further stated that on 28th January, 2000 NLFT 
persons attacked Circle Inspector. On 24th December, 1999 they opened indicriminate firing at the 
place called Laxmandepha killing three persons, injuring five and kidnapping five persons. Subsquently, 
many houses belonging to tribals were gutted down in reaction. Still more than 60 families are not 
staying in that area because of the communal tension. In the last five years about 6000 families have 
been forced to vacate their houses because of the activities of extremist group, which wants to carve out 
separate home land. Pattern of activity indicated that in furtherance of their objectives they have been 
attacking security forces, looting arms and ammunitions and have been indulging in senseless violence 
against civilians including women and children. They also collected money by forcing payment of 
subscription and the money was utilised in procurement of sophisticated arms and ammunitions. 

(iii) P.W.3., Shri Puneed Rastogi, Additional S.P. (Urban), West Tripura deposed that he is working as the 
Additional S.P. (Urban) since 22-4-1999 in West Tripura District. There are 15 police stations out of 
which areas covered by seven police stations have been declared disturbed areas under the Arm Forces 
Special Power Act, out of which five police stations are witnessing heavy movement of NLFT extrem¬ 
ists. During the year 1998, 64 extremist incidents were committed by NLFT out of which 20 incidents 
were of murder and 31 were of kidnapping. In 1999 also this militant outfit committed 77 criminal 
incidents out of which 20 were of murders and 44 kidnapping. Witness further stated that on 2-2-1999, 
15/20 armed NLFT extrimists raided Kanchanhmala market and killed four persons and injured three. 
On 17-4-1999 NLFT raided Satishpara under Teliamura P.S. and killed two tribals and injured two 
others. On 3-6-1999 NLFT extremists kidnapped five persons from Udayjamadar Para under Takarjala 
P.S. On 11-8-1999 NLFT extremists killed one D.A.R. constable. These incidents show that they are 
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targeting not only civilians but also police personals. Their aim is to secede Tripura from India. To 
achieve this they are resorting to killing of civilians and security forces by acquiring sophisticated arms. 
They are collecting funds by ransom from kidnapped persons and also collecting subscription from the 
general public. Funds so collected are used for procurement of arms. In addition to above activities they 
are collecting subscriptions by issuing notices in the name of Government of Tripura led by NLFT. They 
are attempting to run parallel government. 

(iv) P.W. 4, Manik Lai Mazumdar is posted as Additional S.P. (C.I.D.), Tripura, Agartala. In capacity as 
C.l.D. officer he investigated case registered as case no. 37/1998 at P.S. East Agartala. During investi¬ 
gation he collected evidence such as constitution of NLFT, extortion notices issued by NLFT, money 
receipts of NLFT. This witness further stated that from evidence and interrogation report and circum¬ 
stantial evidence it is revealed that NLFT organisation is trying to separate Tripura from Indian Terri¬ 
tory and they are challenging sovereignty and integrity of India. They have established camps in 
Bangladesh at 9 mile Lalu Kalu etc. and are getting support from Bangladesh army and other extremist 
organisation of North East. 

(v) P.W. 5, B‘.K. Nag (Bijoy Kumar Nag) is posted as Deputy Superintendent of Police, Teliamura/Khowai, 
West Tripura. There are three police stations under his command out of which two police stations 
namely, Teliamura and Kalyanpur are affected by NLFT extremists. In the year 1999 total 46 extremists 
incidents took place out of which 17 were of murder cases, 19 cases of kidnapping and 10 cases of attack 
on security forces. On 1-3-1999 Assam Rifles troop went to Panchabati on receipt of information that 
NLFT group was active there. After conducting search while they were returning to their camp NLFT 
attacked on them resulting in death of one jawan. On 17-4-1999 NLFT group attacked the tribal village 
south Gakulnagar and killed three tribal persons on the ground that they refused to pay subscription. On 
2nd October, 1999 Tripura State rifles section deployed at Durgadhan Bari S. B. School polling booth in 
connection with the last parliamentary election was attacked by NLFT in which four persons including 
one T. S. R. Jawan died. Witness stated that during his tenure he visualised and has seen that NLF f 
group is trying to continue parallel government and for this reason they are indulging in subversive 
activities. 

(vi) P. W. 6, Shri Durgesh Majumder is posted as Inspector of Police (C. 1. D.), Agartala. This witness in his 
statement has narrated several incidents including killing of Bimal Sinha, Health Minister of Tripura 
and his brother on 31-3-1998. The case was investigated by the witness. During investigation he learnt 
that there was deep and pre-planned conspiracy on the part of NLFT who wants to throw out the lawfully 
established government. Mizoram police arrested one Chikania Kalai alias S. K. Abel and a Bangladesh 
national named Lai Zazova when they went to Aizal to purchase arms and ammunitions. From their 
possession three sophisticated arms were seized. During investigation Chikania Kalai alias S. K. Abel 
stated that they have camp at Bangladesh at Lalu Kalu. The activities of NLFT were committed to 
terrorise the public to achieve their goal of having separate Tripura from Indian territory. 

(vii) P. W, 7, Shri Rajendra Dutta is posted as S. I. of Police, Tripura at Jirania police station. He stated that 
he has been serving as officer-in-charge since 26-5-1999. The entire area which comes under the Juris¬ 
diction of this police station has been declared disturbed area. During his tenure NLFT extremists 
committed heinous crimes like murder and kidnapping. On 7-11-1999 when both tribal and non-tribal 
people were enjoying Diwali festival NLFT extremists kidnapped three non-tribals from Baidyathakurpara 
near Jirania market resulting in high communal tension. In another incident Nl.FT extremists killed 
two non-tribals on 25-1-2000 on the eve of Republic Day at Balaramthakurpara. The NLFT extremists 
issued subscription notices upon villagers and are collecting subscription. The aim and object of NLFT 
extremist by way of doing unlawful activities is to separate Tripura from Indian territory. 

From perusal of the statement of the aforesaid seven witnesses and on perusal of affidavits filed and on perusal 
of constitution of NLFT and subscription notices and other documents it appears that NLFT’s objective is to establish 
an independent identity of Borok Civilization of Twipra after liberating Borok Land Twipra. From the material on 
record especially constitution of NLFT it is clear that NLFT is headed by Biswa Mohan Debberma. Its area of operation 
includes areas in West Tripura Dhalai, North and South Tripura districts. They possess sophisUcated fire arms pro¬ 
cured from illegal sources. It has also proved from the material on record that NLFT is mobilising its members for 
increasing secessionist, subversive and violent activities. They are also indulging in propagating anti national activi¬ 
ties 111 collusion with forces inimical to India’s sovereignty and national integrity. The organisation is indulging in 
killiiiii of civilians, resorting to looting, extortions and other criminal acts and thereby trying to create a climate of 
liiwlessness. 
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Sections 2(1) and 2 (g) of the Act define “unlawful activity” and “unlawful association”, which read as 
under:— 


“(0 “unlawful activity”, in relation to an individual or association, means any action taken by such 
individual or association (whether by committing an act or by words, either spoken or written, or by signs 
or by visible representation or otherwise)— 

(i) which is intended, or supports any claim, to bring about, on any ground whatsoever, the cession of 
a part of the territory of India or India from the Union, or which incites any individual or group of 
individuals to bring about such cession or secession; 

(li) which disclaims, questions, disrupts or is intended to disrupt the sovereignty and territorial integ¬ 
rity of India ; 

(g) “unlawful association” means any association— 

(i) which has for its object any unlawful activity, or which encourages or aids persons to undertake any 
unlawful activity or of which the members undertake such activity.” 

A perusal of the evidence produced on record and arguments advanced by the counsel for the state gov¬ 
ernment as well as Central government proves that NLFT is engaged in subversive secessionist and violent activi¬ 
ties and the said association has established linkage with other unlawful associations. It is further proved that 
NLFT is resorting to the acts of killing of civilians and personal belonging to police forces, extortion of funds 
from public and traders in Tripura for procuring arms and ammunitions by way of illegal channels and inducting 
them secretly in Tripura through a neighbouring country. The aims and objects of the said NLFT are to secede 
from India and to establish a sovereign state of NLFT. 

It is further proved from material on record that if NLFT is allowed to continue with its activities, it will 
encourage insurgency and unlawful activities of the association. The evidence adduced has not been controverted 
by any other material and it has been firmly established that NLFT is engage'd in various violent activities. They 
intend to disrupt the sovereignty and integrity of India and if they are not checked, the unlawful activities will 
increase. The NLFT has been advocating and practising separatism and is following secessionist policies which 
amount to unlawful activities as defined under Section 2(f) of the Act. 

In view of the above, I am satisfied that there is sufficient cause for declaring the National Liberation 
Front of Tripura (NLFT), unlawful association. Consequently, the declaration made by the Central Government 
vide notification dated 3rd October, 1999 under sub section (1) of Section 3 of Unlawful Activities (Prevention) 
Act. 1967 is hereby confirmed.

REPORT OF THE TRIBUNAL 

REPORT 

By a notification of Ministry of Home Affairs published at New Delhi on 3-10-1999 in the Gazette of India 
(E.xtraordinary) Central Government in exercise of its power conferred by sub-section 1 of section 3 or the Unlawful 
Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (Act No. 37/67) (hereinafter referred to as the Act) declared, All Tripura Tiger Force 
(hereinafter referred to as ATTF) as unlawful association. The said notification reads as under :— 

“MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 3rd October, 1999 

S.O. 1004(E).—Whereas the All Tripura Tiger Force (hereinafter referred to as ATTF) has its professed aim, 
tlie formation of a separate nation of seven States comprising Tripura, Assam, Manipur, Mizoram, Nagaland, Meghalaya 
and Arunachal Pradesh resulting in bringing out the secession of the said States from India, in alliance with other armed 
secessionist organisations of the North East region and to carry on armed struggle for separation of these States from India 
and thereby secession of these States from India; 

And whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that ATTF has— 

(i) been engaging in subversive and violent activities, thereby undermining the authority of the Government 
and spreading terror and violence among the people for achieving its objective; 

(ii) established linkages with other unlawful associations, viz., the United Liberation Front of Assam (ULFA) 
and the Meitei extremists outfits of Manipur with the aim of mobilising their support; 

(iii) in pursuance of its aim and objective in the recent past, engaged in several violent and unlawful activities 
which are prejudicial to the sovereignty and integrity of India; 

And whereas the Central Government is also of the opinion that violent and unlawful activities include— 

(a) killing of civilians and personnel belonging to the Police and Security Forces; 

(b) extortion of funds from the public including business and traders in Tripura; 

(c) procuring large number of arms and ammunition, including sophisticated ones, through clandestine/ 
illegal channels and inducting them secretly into Tripura through a neighbouring country; 

(d) establishing and maintaining camps in a neighbouring country for the purpose of safe sanctuary, training, 
procurement of arms and ammunition; 

(e) establishing and maintaining linkages with other Tripura tribal extemist groups for causing and fomenting 
communal clashes between the tribal and non-tribal communities in Tripura; 

And whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that the aforesaid activities of the ATTF are detrimental 
to the sovereignty and integrity of India and that it is an unlawful association; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (I) of section 3 of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), the Central Government hereby declares the All Tripura Tiger Force (ATfF) as an 
unlawful association; 

And whereas the Central Government is also of the opinion that if there is no immediate curb and control, the 
ATTF will take the opportunity to— 
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(i) mobilise its cadres for escalating its s^ssionist, subversive and terrorist/violent activities; 

(ii) propagate anti-national activities in collusion with forces inimical to India’s sovereignty and national 
integrity; 

(iii) indulge in increased killings of civilians and targeting of Police and Security Forces personnel; 

(iv) procure and induct more illegal arms and anununition from across the international border; 

(v) extdrt and collect huge funds from the pid>Hc for ite activities. 

And whereas the Central Government, having regard to the above circumstances, is of the firm opinion that it is 
necessary to declare the ATTF as an unlawful association with immediate effect; and accordingly in exercise of the 
powers conferred by the proviso to sub-section (3) of the said section 3, the Central Government hereby directs.that the 
notification shall, subject to any order that may be made under section 4 of the said Act, have effect from the date of its 
publication in the Official Gazette.

Following the aforesaid notification. Government of India issued a notification dated 28-10-1999 under sub¬ 
section I of section S of the Act constituting this tribunal for the purposes of adjudicating whether or not there is sufficient 
cause for declaring ATTF unlawful associ^ion declared as such by the notification of Government of India in Ministry of 
Home Affairs dated 3-10-1999. The said notification dated 28-10-1999 issued under section 5(1) of the Act reads as 
under:—

NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 28di October, 1999 

S.0.1056(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section S of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) 
Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), the Central Government hereby constitutes “The Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Tribunal” 
consisting of Shri Justice R. R. K. Trivedi, Judge of Allahabad High Court, for the purpose of adjudicating whether or not 
there is sufficient cause for declaring the All Tripura Tiger Force and National Liberation Front-of Tripura, as unlawful 
associations.

With the constitution of this tribunal a resume on the aims, objectives and activities of ATTF has also been filed 
before this tribunal which gives brief history and the origin of the insurgency in the State of Tripura. It is also stated that 
Tripura is facing low key insurgency for the last 18 years. Though around 20 armed tribal groups have been identified on 
ground, only two of them ATTF and NLFT are responsible for majority of killings and have some ideological mooring 
with main activities remaining confined to murders, lootings, extortion, abductions, etc. for monetary gains. Broadly, the 
entire Tripura Tribal Autonomous District Council (TTADC) area, having dense jungles and pre-dominated by tribals, is 
effected by violence perpetrated by tribal extremists/miscreants. The violence is mostly targeted against non-tribals. 
Areas falling out side TTADC, predominated by non-tribals (Bengalis), are much less affected. 

Though the over all violence perpetrated by the aforesaid two extremist groups had shown a steady increase 
since 1993, it came down during 1996. The violence by these two terrorist outfits further went up significantly during 
1997, though there was decrease in incidents of violence by other tribal militants. Even though the Government of Tripura 
has declared more areas to be disturbed areas, the level of violence by ATTF and NLFT remained quite high and became 
a matter of concern. ATTF and NLFT are the two main organised terrorist groups, with the former demanding a separate 
State of ‘tribal land’ and the latter still espousing liberation ofTripura. ATTF was formed in mid 1993, has a membership 
of around ISO hahdcore armed cadres and is led by Ranjit Debbarma. It is active in whole of Dhalal District, Khowal, 
Kalyanpur, Teliamura, Jirania, Takaijala and Sibhai P. S. areas of West Tripura district; Kailashahar, Fataikaroy and 
Kanchanpur P. S. areas of North Tripura district; and Biriganj, R. K. Pur, Taidu and Ompi P.S. areas of South Tripura 
district. The areas covered by 19 police stations in Tripura declared as disturbed areas in February. 1997 and more areas 
subsequently, has not in any way affected the activities of ATTF. Rather, the outfit has been able to further strengthen its 
hold in the areas where it is active and has emerged as the major terrorist group in Tripura. 
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ATTF has training camps/hide outs in Bangladesh and has been using Bangladesh territory for taking shelter 
after indulging in major incidents of violence. Most of these incidents have been planned in and executed from Bangladesh 
soil. They have acquired sizeable number of sophisticated weapons and are known to be maintaining close links with 
other North-East insurgent groups. Recent reports indicate a growing nexus between ATTF and the United Liberation 
Front of Assam (ULFA) and the Meitei extremists outfits of Manipur. This tribal outfit has shown little hesitation in 
attacking police/Security forces and innocent non-tribals with a view to forcing them to leave Tripura. Most of the victims 
of the terrorists are non-tribals, particularly Bengalis. This has caused wide schism between tribals and non-tribals in the 
State leading a volatile ethnic situation, which gives rise to ethnic clashes on slightest provocation. 

The ATTF was first declared as Unlawful Association under the Act by a notification on 3-4-1997. However, 
this organisation continued its insurgent activities causing serious security concern in Tripura. The ATTF continued its 
effort to massive mobalisation of funds by unlawful tax collections, extortion and even kidnapping/abduction for ransom. 
Procurement of arms has also been continued. The justification for fresh notification dated 3-10-1999, which is subject 
matter of adjudication of this tribunal is for the following reasons :— 

(i) Continued espousal of the policy of secession of Tripura from the Indian Union. 

(ii) Continued engagement in activities prejudicial to the sovereignty and integrity of India. 

(iii) Continued adoption of violence and terror through armed action as means for achieving their objective. 

(iv) High levels of extortions and illegal tax collections from the public including businessmen, traders and 
even Government employees. 

(v) The ATTF has developed links with the United Liberation Front of Assam (ULFA) and the Meitei 
extremist groups of Manipur. 

(vi) Continued maintenance of sanctuaries, safe havens and training camps in neighbouring Bangladesh. 

(vii) Procurement of large number of sophisticated arms and ammunition through clandestine channels or by 
snatching from various security forces. 

(viii) Attempts to gain membership of the unrepresented Nations and Peoples Organisation with the intention 
to access and utilise the various international fora for mobilising support towards their ultimate objective 
of separating Tripura from the Indian Union. 

In the resume reasons for necessitating immediate notification have also been indicated. It has been stated that if 
there is any gap between lapse of earlier notification and issue of fresh notification, this association may take undue 
advantage of the situation and mobilise their cadre for escalating secessionist, subversive and terrorist/violent activities. It 
may also provide an opportunity to the leadership of this organisation to openly propagate anti-national activities in 
collusion with foreign powers inimical to India’s security concern. The police and the security forces in such eventuality 
will find it difficult to detain and prosecute those apprehended by them. It was, therefore, considered necessary to give 
effect to the notification from the date of its publication in the Offical Gazette. 

Immediately on being satisfied after hearing learned Additional Secretary, Shri P. D. Shenoy and on perusal of 
die resume and other material produced the notice was issued by the order dated 12-11-1999 for service on ATTF, the 
banned association, in the manner prescribed under the Act and the Rules framed thereunder. In addition to that notice 
was also required to be served by pasting the same in the office of each District Magistrate and Tehsildar at headquarters 
of districts and tehsils. The service of notice was also directed by publication, affixation and by broadcasting on radio. In 
the notice it was also provided that parties may submit their written statements/objections together with the material in 
support thereof, if any, by regi.stered post to the Registrar of the Tribunal at his address at Allahabad. 

On 7-1-2000 the tribunal held its sitting at Allahabad on which date affidavit was filed stating that notices in 
pursuance of the order dated 12-11-1999 have been widely published as required. After hearing counsel for the parties 
and on perusal of affidavit and the material annexed therewith the service of the notice was found sufficient. Parties were 
then directed to file their affidavits and other material in support of their contentions within three weeks. 

The tribunal then had its sitting at Allahabad on 4-2-2000. Shri Madhur Prakash, learned counsel for Government 
of Tripura filed an affidavit of Shri Barun Kumar Sahu. Shri S. C. Misra, learned counsel for Union of India filed affidavit 
of Ajay Srivastava, Deputy Secretary, (North-East), Government of India. The tribunal then fixed the case for hearing and 
recording evidence on 6-3-2000 at 10.30 A.M. at Agartala in the State of Tripura. The date of hearing was required to be 
notified widely by publication, affixation and broadcasting on radio as per rules.

Affidavit was filed by Shri B. C. Bhowmic, Under secretary to 
Government of Tripura, Home Department to the effect that in pursuance of the order Tribunal dated 4-2-2000 the date of 
hearing was published in four local newspapers, photocopies of the newspapers were filed along with affidavit. It was also 
stated in the affidavit that the District Magistrate arranged wide publicity in connection with sitting Of tribunal at Agartala 
on 6-3-2000 at 10.30 A.M. 

On 6-3-2000 proceedings of the tribunal commenced at 10.30 A.M. For State of Tripura Shri Madhur Prakash 
appeared as counsel and Shri S.C. Misra appeared for Union of India. A list of six witnesses was filed by Shri Madhur 
Prakash in which subsequently, name of one Mati Lai Deb Nath was further added. None appeared for ATTF, the banned 
organisation. Total six wimesses were examined. The remaining witness was discharged. The statements given by the 
witnesses on oath are to the following effect:— 

(i) P.W. 1, S. S Chaturvedi is posted as S. P. Special Branch, Tripura. He has stated on oath that during 
course of day to day work of collection of intelligence he has come to know that ATTF is involved in 
several secessionist activities. The ATTF has published its own constitution and many other news letters 
which are anti-Indian in nature. The ATTF has resorted to mass killing and attack on secutity forces in 
furtherance of its objective. ATTF is also involved in extortion, kidnapping and procurement of arms 
for its anti-Indian activities. It gave call to boycott 26th January and 15th August, which are Republic 
Day and Independence Day respectively. During interrogation of some of the ATTF extremist it has 
been revealed that ATTF has been maintaining camps in Bangladesh and also carrying its activities 
from across the border. It is inciting communal hatred between tribal and non-tribal communities. 

(ii) P.W, 2, ManoJ Kumar is continuing as District Magistrate and Collector of West Tripura, Agartala. He 
is continuing on this post since January, 1999. He has stated that during the course of his incumbency he 
came across various activities of ATTF and their aims and objectives. The ATTF is indulged in secessionist 
and subversive activities. It is also questioning the sovereignty of the State. Its objective is to set up an 
independent tribal land, which is evident from the constitution and other publication like ‘Choba’. It 
does not recognise the Constitution of India. It is attempting to set up parallel administrative machinery 
on the lines of the Government and also maintaining the militant outfits having designations similar to 
Indian army. It persuaded people not to participate festivals like Independence Day and Republic 
Day. If also tried to disrupt recent parliamentary election. In order to achieve its objective it is indulged 
in attack on security forces and looting of arms and ammunitions, senseless violence against civilians, 
kidnapping, extortions, procurement of sophisticated arms and ammunitions. Its activities are causing 
communal disharmony between tribals and non-tribals. Because of its activities there has been large 
shifting of population especially belonging to non-tribal communities. On 8-1-2000 this outfit 
attacked a vehicle going to Asharambari killing five persons and injuring another five. Similarly, 
on 14-11-1999, at Panchabati they opened indiscriminate firing in which 18 persons were killed. 
Communal tension is prevailing at the adjoining areas. The ATTF is still engaged in subversive 
and unlawful activities. 

(iii) P.W. 3, Shri Puneet Rastogi, Additional S.P. (Urban), West Tripura. He has stated that main of ATTF is 
to secede Tripura from Indian Union and to disrupt the sovereignty and temtorial integrity of India. In 
order to achieve this they are resorting to unlawful and violent activities like collection of subscriptions, 
ransom and are attempting to run parallel administrative set up. They often indulge in senseless killing 
of innocent people including women and children. West Tripura Disttict has international border of 263 
kms. with Bangladesh and there are five camps of ATTF in Bangladesh. So they are carrying out their 
activities from accross the border. As per District Crime Records 71 extrem ists incidents were committed 
by this militant outfits in 1998 out of which 19 were of murders and 25 were of kidnapping. In 1999,62 
extermists’ incidents were committed out of which 10 were of murders and 25 kidnapping. On 3.1.1999 
a group of ATTF ambushed a party of 14 MLI Jawans in which one ATTF extermist was killed and 2 
AK-56 rifles and other ammunitions were recovered at Lefunga under Sidhai P.S. On 29-3-1999 ATTF 
extermists killed two and injured 6 persons at Balidhum under Jirania Police Station. On 21-6-1999 
ATTF extermists kidnapped five persons from Kunjaban under Kalyanpur Police Station. ATTF is 
spreading feeling of dis-integrity among people by publication of literature under the name of Monthly 
news letter ‘Choba’. 

(iv) P.W.4, Manik Lai Mazumdar is posted as Additional S.P. (C.I.D.), Tripura, Agartala. He has stated 
that C.I.D. is investigating case No. 38/1998 registered against ATTF. The Investigating Officer of this 
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case is Arun Kanti Roy of C.I.D. Organisation. During the course of investigation he being supervisory 
authority came across and seized constitution and flag of ATTF and othec incriminating documents. 
From the evidence collected it is clear that ATTF is indulged in subversive and unlawful activities 
with the object to establish independent Tripura State. They are killing and kidnapping civilians in 
order to terrorise people so that they may pay subscription. They are looting arms and ammunitions 
and killing security forces. The provisions of the Act are attracted to declare ATTF as unlawful 
association. 

(v) P.W.5, Arun Kanti Roy is posted as Inspector C.I.D. in Tripura. During investigation of case No. 38 of 
1998 lodged against ATTF persons at police station Agartala he learnt that Ranjit Deb Barma, Tikendra 
Deb Barma, Chitta Deb Barma and other members formed organisation known as ATTF. They intended 
to^eparate State of Tripura from Union of India. The subversive and violent activities are undertaken 
to terrorise people to pay money. ATTF has established linkage with ULFA and Bodo of Assam and 
PLA of Manipur. They spread misinformation to malign Indian security forces. They obstruct 
development activities. In course of investigation he referred the statements of witnesses, confessional 
statements of accused persons and seized documents including liflets, pamphlet, booklets and constitution 
of ATTF. They are rising funds by killing innocent persons and creating chaos. The witness also gave 
details about some of the incidents. 

(vi) P.W.6, Matilal Deb Nath is witness from public. He has stated that he used to live in Urabari, total 
population of which was about 250. In the year 1995 persons belonging to ATTF came to his village 
and demanded money and when money was not paid they killed five persons. The village persons 
sought help from Tripura State Rifles. The security personnel camped in the village for nine months. 
When they left village the ATTF persons again attacked the village and demanded money. When 
money was not paid they set on fire the entire village. Presently, he is residing temporarily in a school 
building. He further stated that ATTF wants separate independent coutry from Union of India. 

From perusal of the statement of the aforesaid six witnesses and on perusal of affidavits filed and on perusal of 
constitution of ATTF and subscription notices and other documents it appears that ATTF’s objective is the formation of 
a separate nation of seven states comprising Tripura, Assam, Manipur, Mizoram, Nagaland, Meghalay and Arunachal 
Pradesh. From the material on record especially constitution of ATTF it is clear that ATTF is headed by Ranjit Deb 
Barma. Its area of operation includes areas in whole Dhalai district; Khowai, Kalyanpur, Teliamura, Jirania, Takarjala 
and Sibhal P.S. areas of West Tripura district; Kailashahar, Fataikaroy and Kanchanpur P.S. areas of North Tripura 
district; and Biriganj, R.K. Pur, Taidu and Ompi P.S. areas of South Tripura district. They possess sophisticated firearms 
procured from illegal sources. It has also proved from the material on record that ATTF is mobilising its membeis for 
increasing secessionist, subversive and violent activities. They are also indulging in propagating anti national activities 
in collusion with forces inimical to India’s sovereignty and national integrity. The organisation is indulging in killing of 
civilians, resorting to looting, extortions and other criminal acts and thereby trying to create a climate of lawlessness. 

Sections 2 (f) and 2(g) of the Act define “unlawful activity” and “unlawful association”, which read as 
under:— 

“(1) “unlawful activity”, in relation to an individual or association, means any action taken by such 

individual or association (whether by committing an act or by words, either spoken or written, or by signs or 

by visible representation or otherwise)— 

(iii) which is intended, or supports any claim, to bring about, on any ground whatsoever, the cession of a 
part of the territory of India or India from the Union, or which incites any individual or group of 
individuals to being about such cession or secession ; 

(iv) which disclaims, questions, disrupts or is intended to disrupt the sovereignty and territorial integrity of 
India; 

(g) “unlawful association” means any association— 

(i) which has for its object any unlawful activity, or which encourages or aids persons to undertake any 
unlawful activity or of which the members undertake such activity.” 
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A perusal of the evidence produced on record and arguments advanced by the counsel for the State Government 
as well as Central Government proves that ATTF is engaged in subversive secessionist and violent activites and the said 
association has established linkage with other unlawful association. It is further proved that ATTF is resorting to the acts 
of killing of civilians and personal belonging to police forces, extortion of funds from public and traders in Tripura for 
procuring arms and ammunitions by way of illegal channels and inducting them secretly in Tripura through a neighbouring 
country. The aims and objects of the said ATTF are to secede from India and to establish a sovereign state of ATTF. 

It is further proved from material on record that if ATTF is allowed to continue with its activities, it will encour¬ 
age insurgency and unlawful activities of the association. The evidence adduced has not been controverted by any other 
material and it has been firmly established that ATTF is engaged in various violent activities. They intend to disrupt the 
sovereignty and integrity of India and if they are not checked, the unlawful activity will incresae. The ATTF has been 
advocating and practising separatism and is following secessionist policies which amount to unlawful activity as defined 
under section 2(f) of the Act. 

In view of the above, 1 am satisfied that there is sufficient cause for declaring All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF), 
unlawful association. Consequently, the declaration made by the Central Government vide notification dated 3rd Octo¬ 
ber, 1999 under sub-section (1) of section 3 of Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 is hereby confirmed.
